supply. The Committee 
is made up of institute 
including the president 
retary. 

The speaker pointed out 
other oil substitutes, such as 
shale oil, distillates from coal 
and other uses of coal, and the 
more economical uses of oils. 
furnish the assurance that this 
country faces no calamitous con- 
dition in future oil production. 


“These sources are all capable of 
infinite development that will only 
come when conditions demand and 
price justifies,” said Pew. “The 
ireport of the Committee of Eleven 
shows these conditions and sets at 
rest any anxiety regarding the 
future supply of our product.’’ 

Yesterday's sessions of the Amer- 
ican Petroleum Institute brought 
forth two major announcements.

view, A. Ludlow Clayden, chief 


engineer of the gas engine research department of the Sun 
Oil Company, told the American Petroleum Institute in ses- 





sion here this week. 

“It is obvious that the oi] indus- 
try has everything to gain by keep- 
ing the price of gas as low as pos- 
sible,” Mr. Clayden declared. 
“Without any doubt we shall learn 
means to convert a higher propor- 
tion of crude into motor fuel and 
we are already producing fuel of 
steadily improving quality.” 

“Thus I am convinced that in 

any estimate of the future con- 
ditions it is safe to assume for 
many years to come a supply of 
gasoline adequate to meet the 
demand of steadily improving 
quality, and at a price not far 
removed from that of today,” 
the speaker continued. 

“If these premises are admitted, 
it is logiéal to ask why we need 
trouble about the efficiency of en- 
gines in which gasoline is burned. 
The gasoline bill is only a minor 
item in the cost of operating an 
automobile. It is a little more im- 
portant in the case of a motor 
truck and a bus, it is more impor- 
tant still for the airplane. 

“However, there are certain 
fundamental laws which cannot be 
denied, and one of these is that 
the lower the cost of anything 
which is useful to man, the more 
will it be used and the more will its 
used benefit mankind. The cost 
of operating motor vehicles of all 
kinds can be, and undoubtedly will 
be, much reduced. The reduction 
will be effected not by any one 


great change, but by a multiplicity | 


of small improvements and a better 
thermal efficiency in the engine is 
one of the items. 

“For a good many years past the 
automobile industry has been tell- 
ing of the wonders it could per- 


form if only the oil industry would! 
provide it with a different sort of | 


fuel, 
practically 
to engines to 


but through all this period 
nothing has been done 
improve their effi- 
ciency—that is, their economy as 
power producers, although there 
are a number of things which are 
well known and which could have 
been done. 

“Suitable gasoline for high 
compression engines can be ob- 
tained in several ways. At pres- 
ent, for aviation work, mixtures 
of gasoline and benzol are used, 
or else gasoline doped with tet- 
racthyl lead. Both methods are 
expensive, and, of course, the 
supply of benzol as a by-product 
of coal is very limited. It is, I 
think, inconceivable that either 
of these aviation methods could 
ever become general, and if we 
face the problem of making all 
gasoline suitable for high com- 
pression some other method must 
be employed.

made by speakers at the Willys-Overland sales convention 
luncheon in the Crystal Ballroom at the King Edward Hotel, 





Toronto. 

Amid the applause of the 200 
dealers who attended, T. A. Russell, 
vice-president of the company, 
stated that the present business sit- 
uation justified more than ordi- 
nary optimism in forecasts on the 
season to come. The company, he 
said, had just eoncluded a most 
successful year, but it wads his con- 
viction that 1926 business would 
be so.much better that gauging 
it by 1925 would be out of the 
question. 

“We are at the beginning of 
the best year in the magor car 
business,’ continued Mr. Russell. 
“Not ‘since the close of the war 
have conditions been as bright 
for a ‘splendid motor car busi- 
ness. In the past few years agri- 
culture has suffered mediocre 
crops, and deflation has had its 
effect upon the financial world. 
But last fall the harvest of west- 
ern Canada, if not the largest, 
was certainly the second largest, 
and without question the most 
valuable in the history of west- 
ern Canada.” 

Referring to the past year’s busi- 
ness, Mr. Russell stated that in 
Australia the firm had sold thrice 
the number of cars of a certain 
model as in any previous year. Big 
sales had also been made in New 
Zealand, he said. 

E. R. Paige, the sales manager. 
who acted. as chairman, held the 
same views as Mr. Russell. Last 
year, in the most competitive field 
ever known in the motor car in- 
dustry, sales returns had shown a 
40 per cent. increase over the prev- 
ious twelve months, he said. 

Robert Swiss of the United 
States Advertising Company of 
Toledo, which handles the Willys- 
Overland campaigns, told the 
dealers that in selling a car they 
should use the same arguments 
as were used in the advertise- 
ments.. The company’s adver- 
tisements could show no direct 
results; it was merely a promo- 
tion of the firm in the public’s 
good-will. Mr. Swiss stated that 
a quarter of a million dollars 
had been spent to advertise the 
firm’s product in one publication 
-alone.

Important Ruling Made 
On Insurance of Cars 


EATTLE, Jan. 21.—A recent decision of the Supreme 
Court of Washington brings to light a situation that 
car dealers selling on contract must guard against. 





Sellers of automobiles should © 


have the insurance written in 

their own names and not in the 

names of the purchasers. 

The Dahljelm Garages, Inc., of 
this city sold a car on conditional 
bill of sale. The purchaser insured 
the car in his own name against 
fire and theft and delivered the 
policy to the seller with the usual 
rider on it showing the interest of 
Dahljelm Garages, Inc., in the car. 
The policy contained a provision 
against other insurance, as_ writ- 
ten in the standard insurance policy 
of this kind. 

Later the purchaser, without 
knowledge or consent of the garage 
company, insured the car in an- 
other company, failing to disclose 
the seller’s interest. Thereafter, 
upon loss by fire, he collected the 
insurance without accounting for 
the proceeds.

Why Hit the Truck?

gress for reduction of the excise taxes on motor 
vehicles, parts and equipment, is found in the action of the| 
Senate Finance Committee recommending a 2 per cent. tax | 
on motor trucks, when the Ways and Means Committee of} 
the House had carefully exempted the commercial carrier 
from any further taxation. 

The motor truck is definitely a utility vehicle. 

It pays heavier local taxes than almost any other 

form of motor vehicle. It already labors under a 

heavy load of imposts of various kinds and unless 

there is a specific intention to throttle and dis- 
courage comntmercial motor transportation, it is hard 

to see what object the Senate committee can have in 

replacing this tax burden in the bill. 

The National Automobile Chamber of Commerce and 
the Motor Truck Association of America have taken up the 
cudgels for the truck and are preparing to fight the impo- 
sition of this needless tax. Many senators and representa- 
tives are in favor of complete removal of all automotive 
excise taxes. The farm organizations, which wield such a 
heavy polical ax, are all on record as favoring complete 
removal, The final battle is still to come on this important 
matter and the automotive industry may find itself pleas- 
antly surprised at the eventual action of Congress. 

In the meantime the reimposition of excise taxes on 
motor trucks is one of the most inexcusable actions of the 
whole controversy. The Senate should be made to realize 
that its suggestion is utterly unpopular. 

“We have the climate, the land and the labor in the 
Philippines.
